Many in the crowd were women who 
tried to shake hands with Hamilton before 
the trial opened, but he declined to recog- 
nize them. 

Hamilton is the son of Dr. Hamilton, who 
was with President Garfield during his last 


illness and ts a college athlete, newspaper 
man and traveler. 

Ilamilton and Day belonged te a fast high 
society set and its leader was a — 
woman, the daughter of ® most exclusive 
family. Both young men had been known as 
| her admirers. Theré were stories of visits 
| to the winercoms and many others of sen-

young woman has denied and Hamilton so 
far has declined to discuss that point.

AUSTIN, Tex., Feb. 5.—Senator Harris of 
Bexar County introduced the following 
Senate concurrent resolution: 

‘Resolved, That the sum of $50,000 be and 
the same is hereby appropriated and set 
aside from the general fund for the pur- 
pose of erecting a suitable building 
buildings and defraying the cost of mak- 
ing a suitable exhibit of the various pro- 
ducts of the State of Texas and of her

The latter say that the hallway was light- 
ed by the rays of the moon so that they 
could see the burglars. The daughter Beat- 
rice says that she could see all three: of 
them, while in an interview the week of the 
murder she said that she just caught sight 
of only one as he was fleeing through the 
vacant room. That was before she turned 
on the electric lights. 

One of the difficulties of those who hold 
to the burglar theory is to explain why so 
much valuable jewelry was left in plain 
sight in the vacant room. In an interview 
on the day after the funeral of the mur- 
dered girl Mrs. R. L. Fosburgh said that 
burglars left in plain sight a gold watch 
that was the wedding present given by her 
son to his wife. On the bureau were sev- 
eral gold rings and in one of the drawers, 
according to her statement, they pushed 
aside several brooches and pins to get the 
revolver that belonged to Robert, and from 
these drawers also they took the pillow 
cases that were afterward made into 
masks. 

When asked explicitly as to the value of 
this jewelry Mrs. Fosburgh said she prized 
it very highly, several hundred dollars’ 
worth in all. Nobody in this city. at any 
rate, holds the opinion that the alleged 
burglars were professionals. It was the 
work of amateurs, so about everybody has 
said from the beginning. If they were com- 
mon tramps, one of them a negro in the 
opinion of youn Fosburgh, would they 
have left the gold watch, the gold pins and 
the diamonds in plain sight in the vacant 
room? 

Evidence of a 
Family Row. 

A development of importance was the 
statement. made on good authority that Dr. 
W. W. Schofield of Dalton, Mass., who was 
the first physician to arrive at the Fos- 
burgh house, saw what he thought to be 
evidence of a family row. It was difficult 
for him to explain how the injuries received 
by both father and son were inflicted and 
he went so far as to inquire: 

‘‘Has there been a family quarrel?’ 

In reply it ‘s said that not one of the Fos- 
burghs answered and they afterward made 
no comment. Dr. Schofield, so it is under- 
stood, arrived about 1:50 o'clock in the 
morning.

INQUIRY INTO “GRAFTERS.” 


ATTEMPTS AT BRIBERY IN THE 
COURTS. 


Cyrus F. Blanke Chosen Foreman and 
the First Case Will Be That of 
Highwaymen Arrested 
Sunday Night. 


The February grandjury, empaneled ‘by 
Judge Horatio D. Wood Wednesday morn- 
ing, is instructed to take up where the De-’ 
cember grandjury left off, the investigation 
of the alleged frauds at the last election. 
Judge Wood gave the grandjurors spe- 
Cial instructions along this line and called 
attention to a portion of the last grand- 
jury’s work on this subject. 

In his instructions he also touched upon 
the alleged interference of parties with the 


duties of sheriff's deputies, who were not 
permitted to serve the warrants issued at 
the time by Prosecuting Attorney Clover. 
False registration and the reported assaults 
on challengers and election officers were 
aiso cited as indictable offenses. 
Alleged Frauds 

at Late Election. 
On the report that the police had con- 
hived with certain persons Judge Wood 
said: 
“If you find the fact to be true that ‘bands 
of men to the number of 50 to 60 drove from 
ae place to polling place’ and hindered, 
ntimidated or in any manner interfered 
with electors in casting their votes or were 
acting as repeaters, you wil) indict all 
whose names you can ascertain: and if you 
find that such persons were aided in their 
nefarious work by the police, you will indict 
such police as are accessories. 
‘“‘In this connection you wil lascertain 
whether such persons so terrorizing voters 
or repeating (if such be the fact) were em- 
ployed by any one for the purposes afore- 
said, and if so indict all such parties as ac- 
cessories.’’ 


Bribery in 

the Courts. 
Touching upon the recent statement of 
Circuit Attorney Folk that he is convinced 


that bribery has been attempted in the 
courts, Judge Wood says: 

“Your attention is called to certain of- 
fenses affecting the administration of jus- 
tice, and more particularly to section 2033, 
which relates to the crime of perjury com- 
mitted In any legal proceeding or matter 
before any court, such as making false af- 
fidavits on hat’ bonds, or falsely testifying 
in court; to section 2088. which relates to 
attempts to corrupt witnesses,and to section 
2041, which relates to attémpts by bribery 
or otherwise, to induce a witness to absent 
himself from the trial or to avoid the serv- 
ice of a subpena upon him. The circuit at- 
torney has intimated to the court that he 
has reason to believe that offenses under 
these sections have been committed. You 
will, therefore, make inquiry as to the com- 
mission of any offenses under the sections 
aforesaid.’’ 

Circuit Attorney Folk said to the Post- 

Dispatch: 
“My assistant, Mr. Hancock, will take up 
with the grandjury the regular docket and 
the first case on the docket will be that 
of Montgomery and Williams, the alleged 
highwaymen who were arrested Sunday 
night. We desire to prosecute them at once 
and will make examples of them. 

“After Mr. Hancock finishes with the reg- 
ular docket, I shall take charge of the 
grandjury and will begin an investigation 
of grafters, and will also look into all pub- 
lic institutions. The acts of city officials 
will Be investigated carefully and I think

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Late yesterday 
afternoon, on his return to the department 
from the Marshall centennial exercises, Sec- 
retary Gage signed the following letter 
and mailed it to Chairman Tawney of the 
World’s Fair coinmittee:

Washington, D. C., 
Feb. 4, 1901.—Dear Sir: 1 have the 
honor to state that there has been 
submitted to. me satisfactory evli- 
dence that the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition Co. has subscription 
pledges from good and responsible 
parties aggregcating more than $,- 
000,000, and that by valid ordinances 
the city of St. Louis has pledged to 
the said company a contribution of 
$5,000,000, to be available to the expv- 
position company as its needs may 
develop. : 

“I ineclose copy of statement made 
by the assistant treasurer of the 
l'nited Stnrtes at St. Louis and sev- 
eral bank officers. it is upon this 
statement I] rest the opinion:as to 
the sufficiency of the stock subscrip- 
tion to provide $5,000, 000, l also inclose 
certified copy of the ordinance which 
provides the other $5,000,000. Respect-

The St. Louis World’s Fair delegation re- 
ceived two notable accessions yesterday in 
Wells H. Blodgett and Isaac W.. Morton. 

Sporadic and not serious opposition to the 
World’s Fair bill is appearing in the mall 
of some of the senators and representa- 
tives. It takes the form of letters from 
old soldiers protesting against the Aguinal- 
do resolution of one branch of the Missouri 
Legislature and an alleged refusal to fly 
the American flag over the state house. 

The St. Louis delegation has obtained 
from Jefferson City a statement showing 
that misrepresentation has magnified both 
of these alleged acts far beyond their im- 
portance or significance. This statement 
will be shown if any occasion arises, None 
of the senators or representatives to whom 
the letters of protest have been sent has 
manifested any purpose to make use of 
them for fighting the bill.

NEW TURF CONGRESS

WESTERN JOCKEY CLUB ORGAN- 
' [IZED IN CHICAGO. 


ROBERT AULL AN OFFICER 


It Will Assume Control Over Racing 
Affairs, Arrange Dates and En- 
deavor to Supersede the 
Turf Congress. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—Eight of the leading 
racetracks in St. Louis, Chicago, Cincin- 
nati and several southern cities seceded 
from the American Turf Congress Monday 
and formed a new and distinct governing 
body to be Known as the Western Jockey 
Club, The new organization will aim at ab- 
solute control anti will likely be successful. 

The move that means in all probability 
the extermination of the Turf Congress was 
effected at Chicago at a meeting partici- 
pated in by the following gentlemen: Law- 


rence A. Young, Judge C. G. Perkins, R. 
Fitzgerald, M. Nathanson, C. S. Bush, Rob- 
ert Aull, -S. R. Montgomery and W. F. 
Schulte. The clubs represented were: New 
Louisville Jockey Club of Louisville, La- 
tonia Jockey Club of Covington, Ky., St. 
Louls Jockey Club of St. Louis, New Mem- 
phis Jockey Club of Memphis, Crescent 
City Jockey Club of New Orleans, Wash- 
ington Park and the Harlem Jockey Clubs 
of Chicago. 

The new body expects to have jurisdic- 
tion over territory bounded by Canada, 
the Gulf of Mexico, the Rocky mountains 
and the eighty-first meridilan—a point just 
west of Pittsburg Over tracks operating 
in these limits it asserts the right to license 
race meetings, assume control over these 
through a resident steward, license all jock- 
eys and trainers, to inflict punishment for 
violation of turf regulations, and to ap- 
point or approve all track officials. itis a 
court of appeals and its decisions are final. 
It will allow tracks not members of the 
association to hold meetings if they obtain 
licenses. 

The officials chosen to guide the new 
power through the perils of early existence 
are: Lawrence A. Young, Chicago, chair- 
man; Robert A. Aull, St. Louis, vice-chair- 
man; Harry Kuhl, Chicago, secretary, and 
James H. Howard, Chicago, treasurer. 

The club opens with a membership of 8, 
and dates have been arranged for these. No 
provision has been made in this respect for 
any tracks except those already in the new 
body, but at the next meeting of the board 
March 4, all applications for licenses an 
dates by outside tracks will be duly con- 
sidered. 

The allotment of dates for the Fair 
Ground track at St. Louis is as follows: 
May 11 to July 20, and Aug. 26 to Sept. 28. 
The Fair Association claims its full 90 
days, taking the cream of the season. This 
leaves about 81 days remaining for Delmar 
Garden and Kinloch Parkto divide between 
them. A clash seems afmost certain to fol- 
low, as the Delmar pedple have announced 
their Intention of demanding a division of 
dates with the Fair Grounds authorities. 
Delmar will likely align itself with the 
lesser tracks and a war of authority be- 
tween the new club gnd the Turf Congress 
will result.

No s ir had the latter 
looked abrvad in his réalfi than he“discov~- 
ered that the town of Belvidere, Ill., which 
is somewhere near Chicago on the map, wus 
thrown into a fit of virtuous convulsions 
over a prize fight carnival which was about 
to tarnish the good name of that metropo- 
lis. Eddie Crooks and young Peter Jackson 
were the principals in the proposed dastard- 
ly conspiracy. George Siler was to be the 
referee, and Monday night was the evening 
set for the event. 

Yesterday afternoon Gov. Yates learned 
of the plot against the fair name of the 
neighborhood of the Chicago river. It has 
appeared to some people as exhibiting the 
far-sightedness of the chief executive of 
Illinois that he spotted the Belvidere fight 
in no time while overlooking those that 
have been going on regularly in Springfiel-1, 
according to report, right under the judicial 

oggles. ‘Howe, er. the governor wired Sner- 
fi Gorman of Boone County that the fignt 
was not to occur, and that to prevent it he 
could have as much military assistance 48 
was thought necessary to abate the conspir- 
acy. The sheriff, in a huff, telegraphed the 
gxovernor that he did not need the military, 
and he ‘‘opined"’ he could subdue the rebel- 
lion against his authority with 100 deputies. 

He was quite right. When the party pulled 
into Belvidere and found that their fell 
purpose was discovered, they promptly beat 
a retreat in a special train, and went to 
Gilbert, Tll., where, according to telegraphic 
repert, they were received with open aris, 
and at last accounts the men were in the 
fourth round of blotting the state's spotiess- 
ness. 

Considering the heinous character of such 
crimes against public decency and the fre- 
quency with which they recur in the state 
of Yates and the City of Harrison, it might 
not be an inapt suggestion to recommend 
the establishment of home guards in each 
hamlet, especial'y in Springfield. Otherwise 
it is no telling when the vigilance of the law

Something over 
80 days, not the best of the season by any 
manner of means, have been left for the 
two remaining clubs to squabble over, 
should both see fit to solicit a license of the 
Western Jockey Clu 

This, however, Is not likely to occur, as 
the intention of the Fair Association, being 
apparently to freeze the others out, they 
will likely take sides with the smaller 
cities as, in fact, the Delmar people an- 
nounced their intention of doing at the 
outset of their career. 

The outcome will likely be unfortunate 
for all concerned, but particularly for those 
tracks adhering to the Turf Congress. They 
will be unable to get the best stables to 
stand by them, because in most cases they 
have not the capital behind them to put up 
attractive stakes and purses; they wiil be 
outlawed if they refuse to come under the 
shelter of the new organization's wings, 
and this will also tend to keep horsemen 
from bringing their animals to. the lesser 
tracks. No horseman would run the risk 
of having his good horses cut off from a 
chance at the good stakes offered at the 
major tracks in the Central West, by en- 
tering them at a track that was under the 
ban. The public will surely go where the 
high-class horses are and where the pub- 
lic goes, that way prosperity goes, also. 

Conflict between the local tracks is almost 
certain and in event of it there can be but 
one outcome—the smaller ones will sut- 
fer.

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THE DRAINAGE CANAL CASE. 


The recent decision of the Supreme Court in the Chicago 
Drainage Canal case strips it of everything but the question 
of fact, which must be decided by a jury. : 

On this the authorities of St. Louis have abundant evidence 
industriously collected since the canal was opened. That it 
will support the contention of the city of St. Louis and state 
of Missouri may be affirmed with confidence. 

To strengthen this testimcny is the report of Mr. L. E. 
Cooley, the engineer who planned the canal and began its con- 
struction. : 

Mr. Cooley made an extensive and exhaustive investigation 
into the entire subject, aided by chemists and bacteriologists. 
It is claimed that he reported that safety required a flow or 
pure water enormously greater than that provided by the 
company. 

It is significant that shortly after Mr. Cooley made this re- 
port he was retired from the service of the company. The 
report was suppressed. 

The case is interesting and may lead to important conse- 
quences in the matter of municipal drainage.

WOMEN HAVE RIGHTS, 


A few nights ago, at a meeting in Washington, Justice 
Brewer of the United ®tates Supreme Court told the fash- 
ionable women present that they need be under no mascu- 
line domination if they would only study the law. The rizhts® 
of women, as described by Justice Brewer, are many and 
various. Another venerable judge of the supreme bench, Jus- 
{ice Harlan, also remarked that “the Man With the Hoe” was 
Yate in arriving, having been preceded by the “woman with 
the fasces.”’ 

Almost daily some event brings before the public the fact 


‘that the women of today have rights and that they do not 


need to study law to be able to enforce these rights. Judges 
and lawyers are so chivalrous that the balance is on the 
woman's side.

Chairman Martin's chameleon-like 
changes on the subjett of franchise taXxa- 
tion are not easily explainable. 

He is the author of a:bill introduced sev- 
eral days ago which would tax all private 
comme! reial interests. 

Subsequently the senator declared _ this 
was not the intent of his measure and an- 
nounced to the Post-Di:rateh that only cor- 
porations of a public and quasi-publie char- 
acter possessing special monopoly - rights 
should bear a franchise tax. 

He now argues substantially that a mere 
certificate of incorporation is on a par with 
the charter granting valuable concessions 
to railroads, telephone, telegraph and other 
companies of like nature..He perceiyes no 
difference between’a bank or a dry goods 
firm so far as conferred state privileges are 
coneerned, and a ‘railrdad company. Ac- 
cording to his present views, private and 
public corporations aré equally liable to the 
provisions of a frdnehise tax law.

DAUGHTERS OF REVOLUTION 
HAVE PRETTY FIGHT AHEAD. 


THERE ARE THREE CANDIDATES 


There Are Charges of Insincerity, and 
the President-General Has 
a Favorite. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—There are signs 
that the Continental Congress of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution will 
be agitated by politics at the meeting of 
Feb. 22 and the following days. Mrs. 
Daniel Manning, the president-general, is 
ineligible for re-election. There are at least 
three candidates, and the friends of Mrs. 
Manning state them in this order: 

Mrs. Fairbanks, wife of the senator from 
Indiana; Mrs. Donald McLean of New 
York and Mrs. Roebling of New Jersey. 
Mrs. McLean was a candidate for election 
in the contest out of which Mrs. Manning 
came victorious, the preference for Mrs. 
Manning being the result apparently of a 
sudden pooling of isues between the south- 
ern delegates, who were for somebody else, 
and the New York delegates, who were net 
for Mrs. McLean. Unless some of the can- 


didates spoke hastily there were some wom- 
en in the last congress who were not hon- 
est politicians, as they did not stick to 
their promises. 

Mrs. Manning is spoken of as having a 
well indicated preference. At all events 
she has been quoted as saying: 

I hope the coming congress will be a dig- 
nified and successful one. I hope that all 
matters of business can be accomplished 
without frietion. While it will not do for me 
to advocate any one as a candidate I will

SENATOR FRYE SAYS SHE MUST 
REPUDIATE IT AS UNJUST. 


SEVEN HUNDRED MILLIONS. 


The Question of Protecting the New 
Government Against Spain and 
France Will Probably Arise. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Senator Frye of 
Maine, president pro tem of the Senate, 
ranking member of the committee on for- 
eign relations, and a member of the Amer- 
ican peace commission, which negotiated 
the Paris treaty, is quoted as saying of 
the more weighty issues involved in the 
Cuban situation: 

“First and foremost, I place that stu- 
pendous bonded debt which Spain fastened 
on the revenues of Cuba just before Span- 
ish sovereignty was destroyed in the is- 
land by this country’s armed intervention. 
That debit, as I recollect it, was between 
$600,000,000 and $700,000,000 and not $6v0,- 
000,000, as is so generally stated by the 
newspapers. I recall distinctly the efforts 
made while we were negotiating the peace 
treaty at Paris to have us make provisions 
for the payment of that debt. This we had 
neither the desire nor the power to do. 
do not hesitate to say that we now owe 
it to Cuba to get into the constitution by 
some means a clause, plainly, positively 
and unequivocally repudiating that debt. If 
this is not done Cuba will start with a 
burden that will crush her. Cuba never can 
pay the stupendous sum that was assessed 
against her revenues, though I feel certain 
that Spain and France, whose citizens own 
nearly all the bonds, which they purchase 
for the most part at vesy iow figures, will 
demand full payment just as soon as Cuba 
is declared an independent sovereignty. By 
what method we can get an outright re- 
pudiation of this enormous debt in the Cu- 
ban constitution, I am not now prepared to 
say. That will have to be determined by 
future events. I am certain that Congress 
cannot approve, reject or inany way amend 
or modify the Cuban constitution. The 
Teller resolution in letter and spirit pre- 
vents that. But I see nothing in the way of 
Congress discussing the Cuban constitution 
at the proper time, and advising the Cu- 
bans what to do with that instrument for 
their own good.” 

Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire is 
quoted after some comment by him on the 
Teller resowition as follows: 

‘We freed Cuba and therefore are respon- 
sible for her welfare. But the Cubans have 
not had the graciousness or gratitude to 
put into their constitution a single word 


‘indicating that they owe anything to this 


country. At the same time, if Cuba should 
be attacked the Cubans would look to us 
to save them, and who doubts that we 
would do this with our money and blood, 
if necessary? Suppose, for example, that 
France or Spain, one or both, whose citi- 
zens own that enormous bonded debt put 
upon Cuba, should send warships into the 
harbor of Havana, the capital of free, inde- 
pendent and sovereign Cuba, to enforce the 
payment of those bonds. Would not Cuba 
send up to us a pitiful wail for help, and 
would we not have to go to her rescue with 
our warships and our armies? This is in 
no sense an impossibility, as long as there 
is nothing in the constitution—the organic 
law of Cuba—recognizing the right of the 
exercise general super- 
vision over Cuban affairs and destiny. 

“But this is too big a question to be 
offhand. It involves some very 
serious and extremely delicate matters, 
and calls for action, calm judgment and 
farsightedness. I do not know what 
the outcome will be, but I do know that 
this government should not be hurried into 
a final determination of the status of 
Cuba.”
